But duels are duels, anda 
duel in France appears to be pretty much 
the same as a duel in Georgia, and each 
is harmless in its way. The system of 
dueling is, in its way, a sort of civilizer, 
Two men get frightened and one chal- 
lenges the other. Thereupon they both 
buy a basket of champagne apiece and 
embark for a sand-bar ina neighboring 
state. Then the pistols are loaded, the 
word is given, and each fires at the man 
in the moon. Then they shake hands 
with the delighted surgeons, declare 
that their honor is satisfied, and go back 
totown and make night hideous with 
their enthusiasm. It is nothing to us 
| whether Gambetta indulged in the usual 
spree, or whether de Fourton went 
swaggering home and kicked the cham- 
bermaid, but it is a blessing to know that 
the chivalrous Frenchman and the riot- 
ous Georgian look at. matter through the 
same pair of lorgnettes. We trust M. 
Gambetta and M. de Fourton will be as 
lucky in other affairs of honor as this, 
and we commend the distance they chose 
to other unhappy chevaliers. Every man 
cannot be his own Dr. Carver, and it is 
by no means an easy task for amateurs 
with a pistol to hit the side of a barn at 
the distance of thirty-five paces. 


Engiand and Afghanistan. 

Our dispatches have made the steps 
that led to war between the forces of the 
empress and of the ameer so plain that we 
need not recapitulate them. In a word, 
Ameer Shere Ali preferred Russian to 
English friendship. He cordially wel- 
comed a Russian, and as cordially re- 
pulsed an English embassy. Whether 
this was on account of the drubbing 
that. the English gave his father, the 
great Dost Mohammed, in 1842, or on ac- 
count of Russian intrigue, we will not 
stop now to discuss. It is sufficient for 
our present purposes that war exists. 
We propose simply to glance at the 
strength, positive and contingent, of the 
combatants. 

Afgbanistan itself is a country about 
600 miles square. It is -so elevated 
that were the sea to rise seven thousand 
feet, nearly one-half of the country would 
be untouched. It is broken, too, by 
mountain chains, in the passes of which 
snow is rarely absent, and on which, 
glaciers exist. On the eastern confines of 
the country, separating it from the valley 
of the Indus, from India, is an Alpine 
chain, attaining a height of 15,622 feet. 
In thischain areformidable passes. These 
passes and the broken nature of the in- 
terior, extending to the troops of the 
viceroy extreme cold and deep snows, 
constitute one of the strong points upon 
which the ameer doubtless relies. It was 
these that led to the annihilation of a 
British army of invasion in 1841. 


The population of all Afghanistan is 
said to be 4,900,000, the genuine Afghans 
being about one-half of the entire num- 
ber. The Kafirs, Pathans, Tajiks and 
other allied and similar tribes make up the 


ulent, brutal, passionate and vain. They 
are eternally boasting of their lineage, 
their independence, and their prowess. 
“Nothing,” said Sir WH. Edwards, “is finer 
than their physique or worse than their 
morale.” They are Mohammedans. The 
ameer is a dictator for life over a military 
aristocracy. The sirdars govern their 
own districts each after his own fashion, 
The revenue of the country is from 
$2,500,000 to $3,000,000 a year. The reg- 
ular army was formed in 1858 with six- 
teen infantry regiments of 800 men each, 
900 cavalry, 80 field pieces, and a few 
heavy guns. The main military force, 
however, is the untrained but hardy and 
warlike levies that the sirdars or tribal 
chiefs can produce on occasion. It is 
useless to.take into account what Russia 
may do, that being simply a contingency 
of the future. At present it is a war be- 
tween England and Afghanistan. 
The European army in India numbers 
64,000, the native force 128,000—a total of 
192,000 English troops. But only a por- 
tion of this force can be spared from In- 
dia, where 230,000,000 of Mohammedan 
subjects require constant watching. The 
plan of operations includes three col- 
umns, that are marching or are to march 
into the ameer’s territory from adjacent 
points. The Peshawur column is the 
strongest, consisting of 16,000 men with 
66.guns. It is commanded by Sir H. 
Browne, under whom is Sir Frederick 
Haines. ‘This is the column that carried 
Fort Ali Musjid last Friday, and. that is 
trying to force the great Khyber pass and 
the other defiles towards Cabul, the capi- 
on of the country. The Koorum col- 
n, consisting of 6,000 men with 24 
is moving from Thull by the 
Koorum valley towards Ghuznee. At 
the southern end of the base the Quetta 
column, with 12,000 men and 60 guns, is 
to advance on Candahar. At this writing 
nothing has been heard from the last- 
| named column. ‘The movements of the 
three columns are expected to be co-

What she will do 
when Cabul and Herat are in danger is, 
after all, the puzzling feature of. the 
problem. ' She is now an unofficial ally of 
the ameer. She created the present diffi- 
culty, and her officers are going to Cabul 
as volunteers, just as they 
went to Bucharést. She cannot 
well afford to let Shere Ali-be.crushed, 
and England carinot maintain her su- 
premacy over the Indian princes unless 
she rectifies her western frontier by an- 
nexing the mountain claim that her ar- 
mies are now trying to force.

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Legislative Summary. 

The general assembly has not done 
much during the past week except to 
get rid of a lot of important elections. 

Monday—The senate engaged itself all 
day in the discussion of the reports on 
the officers to be elected by the legisla- 
ture. The majority report declaring that 
there were vacancies in the Macon, the 
Southwestern and the Atlanta circuits; 
caused by the deaths of previous incum- 
bents, was adopted. This action made 
necessary the election of three judges to 
fill the offices now in the hands of Judge 
Grice, Judge Crisp and Judge Hillyer: 

The house did little else on Monday ex- 
cept to discuss the bill proposing to 
reorganize the judicial circuits of 
the state. There were 86 votes in favor 
of the bill to 63 against it: The new con- 
stitution requires that a bill must have a 
majority of the total votes of the general 
assembly before it can pass. This bill 
failed by two votes of a constitutional 
majority, it requiring 88 votes to puta 
bill through the house. A number of 
bills were put on first reading. 

Tuesday—The senate refused to re- 
consider its action declaring vacancies in 
the’ Atlanta, Macon and Southwestern 
circuits. The following confirmations 
were made: Judges of county courts—J. 
M. Arnow, of Camden; W. D. Notting- 
ham, of Houston; W. C. Beeks, of Spald- 
ing; John W. Powell, of Coweta. 
Solicitors of county courts—J. B..Con- 
yers, of Bartow; L. A. Dugas, of Rich- 
mond. 

At 12 o’clock the senate balloted for a 
United States senator. Mr. Cumming 
nominated General Gordon, and he re- 
ceived 42 votes—all cast. Mr. Harrison 
was absent and Mr. Holcombe declined 
to vote at all. The house reconsidered 
its action in failing to pass the bill reduc- 
ing the number of judicial circuits. A 
large number of bills were read the first 
time and referred to the committees ap- 
propriate for them. At [2 o’clock the 
house went into an election for a United 
States senator. Mr. Turner, of Brooks, 
nominated General John B. Gordon. 
General Gordon received 165 votes ; ex- 
Governor Herschel V. Johnson received 
five votes, and Hon W. E. Smith one vote. 
The result was enthusiastically applauded 
on the floor and in the galleries. 

Wednesday—The senate passed a bill 
regulating the striking of juries in civil 
cases and in cases of midemeanors. A|so; 
a bill to amend section 3962 of the code, 
so as to allow certain liens of landlords to 
be foreclosed. Also, a bill to prescribe a 
method of compensating members of 
county boards of education. The house 
again discussed the bill to réduce the 
number of judicial circuits, and again it 
failed of a constitutional majority, and 
was thus finally disposed of. The houses 
met in joint session at noon, and the vote

|for United States senator was consoli- 


dated, and it was announced that General 
John B. Gordon had been chosen for the 
term beginning on the 4th of March, 
1879. After the joint session was dis- 
solved the house then considered the re- 
ports on the officers to be elected 
by the assembly. The majority 
report declaring that there were vacancies 
in the Macon, the Southwestern and the 
Atlanta circuits wasadopted. The house 
passed a resolution that the election for 
judges and solicitors be had at 11 o’clock 
Thursday. 

Thursday—The senate heard a few 
bills the second time and then repaired 
to the hall of the house for the election 
of judges. The house had scarcely set- 
tled to business before the hour for the 
election of judges had arrived. At 11 
o’clock both houses went into joint ses- 
sion, President Lester in the chair, and 
the election of judges was had. For the 
Augusta circuit Claiborne Snead, Wm. 
Gibson and C..C. Jones were nominated. 
The following was the vote: Snead, 136; 
Gibson, 52; Jones, 23. The election 
for the Brunswick circuit resulted } 
in the election of Hon. John L. 
Harris, who received 190 votes. 
For the Flint circuit there was a very 
close election between Hon: J. 8. Boynton 
and Hon. A. M. Speer. After all the 
changes the vote stood: Boynton, 88; 
Speer, 112; John J. Floyd, 9 Judge 
Floyd’s name had been withdrawn and 
his friends had gone to the other candi- 
dates. The election for the Macon circuit 
resulted in the choice of Hon. ThomasG. 
Simmons by 178 votes; 29 votes were cast 
for Judge W. L. Grice. 

Hon. Herschel V. Johnson was unani- 
mously re-elected judge of the Middle 
circuit. The joint session dissolved to. 
meet again at 3 o’clock. The Ocmulgee 
circuit was then taken up and Hon. T.G. 
Lawson elected by the following vote: 
T. G. Lawson, 121; G. T. Bartlett, 52; 
Augustus Reese, 40. 

For the Pataula circuit the vote stood,

W. D. Mitchell, of Thomas; R. C. Rod- 
gers, of Washington. G.E. Thomas, jr., was 
confirmed as solicitor of the county court 
of Muscogee. Several bills were.read the 
first and second times, but nothing final 
was done. The house had a rush of 
new business, some of which may grow 
into importance on final consideration. 
The contested election cases were taken 
up and the report of the committee on 
privileges and elections adopted. Mr. Shef- 
field, of Early, whose seat was contested, 
was unanimously declared entitled to the 
seat he occupies. Mr. E. P, Miller, of 
Liberty, was also declared duly elected. 
The contested election for the seat for 
Camben county, now held by Thomas H. 
Butler, colored, was made the special or- 
der for Monday at 11 o'clock.
